the aggregate Fund. Put off Ways and Means and 
the Supply to Monday 7 Night. 

To Day the Lords, after finifhing their Examinations 
relating to the Bill of Attainder, committed it a to Com- 
mittee, who went through, and reported it without Am- 
mendinents.

This Account may probably be alittle exaggerated, but 
cannot well be entirely falfe ; and if there be any Truth 
init, we have Reafonto apprehend a very unlucky Turn 
to the common Canfe in Italy, efpecialy if the Neutrali- 
ty of the Dutch fhould be confirmed, and the King of Sar- 
dinia forced to follow their Example. 
Letters by laft Mail from fome of our Officers abroad,

Count Gage made no Motion to 
oppofe this Paflage, but withdrew all the Polis he had 
on the Riyulet of Reggio, and on the Parola and the 
Strono. We hear that his Troops have already pafled 
the Larda at Fiorenzuola, In all Appearance they will 
proceed without halting to the Trebbia, and take Poft 
behind this River. As foon as the linperial Army-had 

ot over the Taro, the Prince of Lichtenftein detach’d a 

ody of Horfe wth a few hundred Waradins and other 
irregular Troops, in order to harraf$ the Rear Guard cf 
the Spaniards. Some Prifoners have been picked up, by

The fame Letters add, that the Fleet for 
Evigland were preparing to fail, under the Convoy of a 
Man of War of eighty Guns, and fome others. 

They write from Stockholm, that his Swedifh Maje- 
fty has given Orders for equipping with the utmoft Dili- 
gence a confiderable Squadron at Carlefcrooa, which is 
the more fingular, confidering the prefent pacifick Situa- 
tion of Affairs in the North ; and therefore it is judged, 
that chis Squadron has fome Relation to that important 
Proje@ which is to be propofed to the enfuing Dyet. 

We have an odd Piece of Advice from Port I’ Orient, 
dated the 3d of May, which fays, That there has been no 
fuch thing as a Fire in the India Company’s Warehoufes 
there, as has been fo confidently reported and believed, 
for a Month patt. But that there has been a Fire at fome 
little Dittance, in a peculiar Magazine; but that the ime 
was foon fapprefled, without doing much Damage. They 
complain heavily that the Dutch and Englih are always 
telling Lies about them; that they have tuffered enough 
in their India Trade ; and therefore wonder what can 
induce us to propagate fuch idle Reports. 

Letters from Brutitls fay, that when the French King 
pafled by Arras, the Pretender’s fecond Son, who goes 
by the Naine of the Count of Albany, paid his Compli- 
ments to his Mayetty, and defired Perm ffion to make the 
Camraign in his Army ; but what Anfwer he received, is 
not pofitively known. 

According to Advices from Breda, which are faid to 
be founded upon good Authority, the Allied Army a- 
mounts to near 0,000 Men; which is not however, a- 
bove half the French, beture whem it is therefore no 
Wonder it has retreated.
